Will Keith Quit? 


Will Eugene Keith finally quit? 
An explanation of what he intends to do 


was demanded of Keith by fellow trustee 
Charles Zettek at Tuesday's Elk Grove 
Village Board meeting. 


Keith, vacationing in Florida, is not ex- 


pected to return until this weekend. 


Zettek demanded that the board contact 


Keith "to get his feelings on whether or 
not he intends to resign. 


Fewer Meetings? 


A proposal to reduce the number of vil- 


lage board meetings from four to two per 
month, was a third meeting in a workshop 
format, was made by Elk Grove Village 
Pres Jack Pahl. 


Pahl suggested Tuesday night that the 


first meeting of the board be eliminated, 
that the second and fourth be "structured 
agenda board meetings," and the third 
meeting be "a planning, discussion, infor- 
mal, unstructured meeting." 


The panel currently meets on the first 


four Tuesdays of each month. 


IN DESCRIBING the third proposed 


meeting, Pahl said, "Such a meeting 
would give our staff more time for admin- 
istrative matters between the second and 
fourth meeting, and on the third meeing 
we could allow one or two critical items to 
be placed on the agenda with the remain- 
der being devoted to idea exchange, plan- 
ning and evaluation of village direction. 


"Time saved by eliminating a meeting a 


month could be used for committee 
work," he said. 


There was no immediate response by 


the board to Pahl's request. 


The village president also suggested the 


establishment of five task forces to deal 
with several major areas. 


THEY INCLUDE groups to "study the 


long-range water needs of the community, 
develop a comprehensive safety program, 
study the long-range manpower needs of 
the community, develop a planning, pro- 
gramming and budgeting system, and to 
attract a movie theater to Elk Grove VII- 


He said every citizen who works or lives 


in the village is eligible for participation 
in the task force efforts 


Pahl appointed Trustee Charles Zettek 


as "convener of meetings" in matters in- 
volving the promotion and improvement of 
intergovernmental relations. The appoint- 
ment was made at Zettek's suggestion. 


Pahl also asked the board to give con- 


sideration to ideas that would result hi a 


"program designed to improve the village 
housekeeping, particularly in the industri- 
al and commercial areas." 


VILLAGE MGR. Charles Willis pointed 


out several efforts already under way in 
that direction, and Pahl asked for a report 
on those programs next week. 


Pahl also discussed committee assign- 


ments, largely recommending a review of 
efforts and establishment of priorities. He 
formally appointed Trustee Tom Ullmann 
to the Judiciary, Planning and Zoning 
Committee, leaving all other committee 
assignments unchanged.

Trustee Richard McGrenera said Keith 


is on vacation and had said before he left 
that he wanted to meet with the board and 
"take care of some things." 


"MY STATEMENT still stands," Zettek 


replied. 


Keith had announced he would resign 


from the board on April 14, after it be- 
came clear he would lose the mayoral 
election to Village Pres. Jack Pahl. 


But he took no action on the matter at 


the panel's next meeting, saying "It was a 
night for winners," and that he wanted to 
talk to the board first. 


He later said he had planned a two- 


week vacation and would talk about it 
when he returned. 


In the meantime, Keith's term on the 


Community Services board came to an 
end, 
and Pahl appointed Trustee Tom Ull- 


mann to take his place. 


Ullmann had no sooner been appointed 


when he voted against payment of general 
corporate bills on the grounds that one of 
them was to Community Services director 
Glenn Powell for mileage expenses. 


The $31.68 item, which included trips to 


Joliet, Niles and Skokie, was defended by 
Pahl. The president noted that Powell 
frequently visits the state prison in Joliet 
because Elk Grove Village's residents are 
confined there. Pahl said Powell also at- 
tends juvenile court proceedings at Niles 
and Skokie. 


ULLMANN SAID yesterday he was ob- 


jecting specifically because he doesn't 
think Community Services fits under Illi- 
nois law enabling mental health activities 
by municipalities. 


The freshman trustee was appointed to 


the Community Services board, along with 
Zettek, for two years. 


Zettek has been a member of the panel 


since it was formed three years ago. 


Powell is leaving his Elk Grove Village 


position June 15 for an extended vacation 
and reassignment by his employer, the 
Metropolitan YMCA. 


Next meeting of the Community Ser- 


vices board is tomorrow night. It will be 
the last prior to Powell's departure, and 
selection of a new director is one of the 
board's prime items of business. 


No immediate injuries were evident fol- 


lowing a political collision involving Elk 
Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl and 
Trustee Tom Ullmann at Tuesday's vil- 
lage board meeting, although the fresh- 
man trustee may have won the first 
round. 


His quick opposition to a proposed presi- 


dential newsletter resulted in a Pahl cam- 
paign promise being temporarily side- 
tracked into the board's personnel com- 
mittee for review and recommendation. 


At the end of Tuesday's meeting, Pahl 


made a budget request of $2,000 for the 
newsletter series he will author, but Ull- 
mann was quick to challenge Pahl. 


"I put out my own newsletter," Ullmann 


said, "and I pay for it myself." He sug- 
gested that Pahl underwrite the expense 
of the presidential offering. 


THE VILLAGE president argued that 


the cost of printing and mailing would 
represent a personal hardship, and that 
the village should pay for it. 


"Then you shouldn't have made the 


promise in the campaign," Ullmann re- 
torted. 


The freshman trustee picked up support 


from Trustee George Coney, who advo- 
cated a board newsletter. This got con- 
currence from Trustees Charles Zettek 
and Richard McGrenera. 


"OK," 
said Pahl. "Make me the editor 


and we can have six managing editors." 


But that didn't wear down reluctance, 


and a variety of approaches were dis- 
cussed before Pahl dropped the issue tem- 
porarily and handed it to Zettek's com- 
mittee to solve. 


C O N E Y , ZETTEK and McGrenera 


thought the idea had merit, but it was po- 
litely made clear that a newsletter as a

Trustee Ronald Chernick, whose Budget

amount. 


"Are we trying to put the local news- 


paper out of business?" Ullmann asked. 
Board members replied that not everyone 
in the village buys the Herald, and the 
newspaper doesn't always cover what the 
village board and administration feels to 
be important.

Centex 
Building 
Is OK'd 


Elk Grove Village gave a most impor- 


tant nod of approval Tuesday night, and 
Centex Corp. began final plans for build- 
ing west of Illinois 53. 


The first subdivision, known as Section 


17, includes 310 homes. When completed, 
the area west of Illinois 53 will represent 
conclusion of nearly all major residential 
construction in the village, and will double 
current population. 


The village board Tuesday night gave 


approval to subdivision plats submitted by 
Centex, after bargaining in three areas. 


FIRST TO BE settled was public land 


donations to School Dist. 54 and the Elk 
Grove Park District. They'll have 11 acres 
to divide among themselves. 


Second consideration was two single-lot 


"leave-outs." Because of possible devel- 
opment by other landowners to the east 
and west, two lots on opposite sides of the 
subdivision will remain vacant for five 
years pending the need for possible street 
connections. 


Centex agreed Tuesday to both lots and 


street development within five years if the 
village requests. 


A third agreement, much more informal 


in nature, was to change street names 
from a proposed variety of Indian names 
to those of astronauts. The suggestion was 
made by Trustee Richard McGrenera, and 
19 streets received the names. 


With a few adjustments to avoid dupli- 


cation with existing streets, the plat was 
finished Tuesday and received unanimous 
approval of the village board. 


UNTIL NOW, all Centex construction 


has taken place east of Illinois 53. Approv- 
al of the section will permit the primary 
building in Elk Grove Village to work in 
three areas of the community: the indus- 
trial park, now half completed; 
the 


p 1 a n n e d-unit development north of 
Biesterfield and west of Arlington Heights 
Road, south of Cosman, and an area in 
the vicinity of Illinois 53 and Nerge Road. 


A review of existing built up areas of 


the village and the areas shown in the 
village's master plan indicates that the 
20,000-person community is about half 
completed in its growth. 


The Race Thickens 


Joseph Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie's press secretary until 
yesterday, has thrown his hat in the ring 
as a Republican candidate for the 13th 
District congressional seat being vacated 
by Donald Rumsfeld. 


He made his formal announcement in a 


press conference yesterday afternoon at 
Arlington Park. 


Mathewson said he was announcing ear- 


ly, before Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
as director of the U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO), to get a jump on the 
pack of candidates expected to make a bid 
for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee, is the 
only other announced GOP candidate. 


Waiting in the wings, however, are close 


to a dozen other possible candidates, 
among them., Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houser and 
Mrs. 
Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 


and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 


to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 
filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the next 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney

more have bet-n demolished since then. 


"Children have used the cemetery as a 


playground for years and young people 
have always done some damage to the 
area at Halloween. 


"But the sort of activity that's been go- 


ing on lately is just inexcusable," the indi- 
vidual said. 


Willis doesn't have much hope the van- 


dalism can be stopped. "The cemetery 
could be fenced in but there isn't any 
money to buy a fence and it would prob- 
ably do no good anyway. Vandals would 
undoubtedly find a way to break in. 


"There's a lot of history connected with 


this old cemetery," he sighed. 


"Indian bones have even been found 


here. It's a shame the site is deteriorating 
and it's sadder still that no one seems to 
care."

Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad-

"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like 
to spread the stories out." 


For the same reason Mathewson deftly 


ducked specific questions about the issues 
on which he will campaign. 


He said he would be a solid supporter of 


the Nixon administration. "I've been im- 
pressed. There have been a lot of new 
ideas, a tot of proposals that have given 
hope to a lot of people who didn't have 
that before," he said. 


He said he thinks the 13th District is 


"homogeneous," with the "same kinds of 
areas," "same kinds of people." 


HE SAID HIS SPECIFIC campaign pro- 


posals will be developed with the aid of "a 
group of scholars who will provide me 
with independent studies and research on 
major current questions." 


Among chief problems of the 13th Dis- 


trict, he said, are crime and drugs, air 
and water pollution and urban sprawl. 


He said he "likes" the idea of bloc 


grants to the states, which Ogilvie long 
has advocated, and believes "very strong- 
ly in the importance of education." 


He also said he favors anti-poverty pro- 


grams designed to "help people help 
themselves." 


Mathewson admitted he has not had any 


commitment of support from any of the 
eight Republican township committeemen, 
"some of them candidates themselves." 


"I have talked to all of them," he 


added, "and I expect to be in regular con- 
tact with all of them." 


Mathewson, like Rumsfeld, would be go-

Youth Arrested 
In Vandalism 


A 16-year-old Elk Grove youth was ar- 


rested by police Wednesday in connection 
with vandalism done to the Tonne Road 
watertower, Pratt 
and Tonne, which 


caused an esimated $1,500 in damages. 


Elk Grove police officer Jon Scharpen- 


ter said two sides of the tower were de- 
faced in red and black paint. On the side 
facing south were written in three-foot- 
high black lettering the words "Kansas 
City Has Struck" and "Gary Busse and 
Terri."

Police said the youth admitted dam-

some of the stereotype ideas about metro- 
politan living. The various field trips were 
arranged and conducted by representa- 
ivcs of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 


"I WAS SURPRISED that so much was 


being done in the area of public housing in 
Chicago," said Jo Leonhardt, Conant se- 
nior. 


Conant pupils on the housing tour visited 


all types of neighborhoods in Chicago — 
Negro middle-class, low-income, all-black, 
integrated communities, and slum areas. 


The Chatham area visited by pupils, for 


example, is a neighborhood which peace- 
fully changed from all white to pre- 
dominantly Negro with property values 
remaining stable and the community re- 
maining quiet and dignified. 


Students learned that Marynook subdivi- 


sion is attempting to keep a balance be- 
tween white and Negro residents. It is 
presently 40 per cent white and 60 per 
cent black. 


A voluntary association of Marynook 


residents tries to obtain a matching re- 
placement for any local homeowner who 
has to move, either white or Negro. 


IN CONTRAST, the housing balance in 


Schaumburg is based on the type of home 
built by housing contractors — ranch 
style, colonial, or bi-level. 


The trend in Chicago public housing is 


away from vertical living in high-rise 
structures, the Conant seniors were told. 
That arrangement was not really good for 
mothers attempting to supervise 
their 


children, according to Chicago Housing 
Authority officials, Unfortunately, some 


neighborhoods object to public housing, of- 
ficials, said. 


The average family in Chicago public 


housing consists of five members — usual- 
ly a mother with four children. Unlike the 
suburbs, there is a scarcity of male bread- 
winners. 


There are about 23,000 persons on the 


waiting list for public housing facilities, 
and an equal number for housing for the 
elderly, students learned. Public housing 
starts at $70 per month, 


"1NTERGRATION IS no longer the 


primary goal in an area like Chatham," 
said Robert Lyons, social studies teacher. 
"The primary aim is to maintain a clean, 
well-kept neighborhood." 


On the tour of Negro life, Conant seniors 


visited Dunbar Vocational High School 
and were impressed with the vocational 
training facilities there. 


"They had more equipment in one class- 


room than Conant has in the whole indus- 
trial arts department," said one student. 


The Conant pupils ate lunch in the Dun- 


bar school cafeteria. 


Other stops on the Negro life tour in- 


cluded Johnson Publishing Co. (Ebony 
magazine), Illinois Institute of Technology 
campus and redevelopment project, and 
Kenwood, an area described as an ex- 
ample of "perfect integrated housing."

Every day of the thoroughbred season 


at Arlington Park, thousands of fans, al- 
ready rxcited by the sight of thundering 
horses, arc driven to near- hysteria by the 
foaming fren/y of race announcer Phil 
Georgeft'. 


He does it easily and naturally. 
For one thing, he's excited himself. Not 


all worked up. but when the starting gate 


MICROPHONE or telephone, Georgeft 
it glutd to on* or th« other. Besides 
calling the races, he is director of pub- 
licity for tha Arlington Park, worrying 
about TV camera crews, visiting dig- 
nitaries, and press releases. 


opens he's astride the lead horse, lost in 
the action, transported into a world of 
goggles, whip-i. Mlk and muscle. 


And he takes his audience along. 
From the press box high above the 


grandstand Oeorgeff 
follows the action, 


clutching a pair of li>x.>0 binoculars in his 
right hand and a race program in his left. 
A set of microphones dangle from a cord 
around his neck 


HE STVNDS THKRK in his little glass 


booth and roars, his normally soft-speak- 
ing voice transformed into a hoarse bark- 
ing. It has to be. 


"If I didn't project. I'd lost my voice." 


he says. "I make it deeper and project 
from the diaphragm." His race call comes 
on like a summer thunderstorm. It builds 
from a crackle at the starting gate to a 
crashing crescendo at the finish.

their finish calls three and four times a 
day, 
simply from not knowing which horse

Hard study and 11 years of calling at 


Arlington Park has given Georgeff a good 
idea of the horses he's talking about. 


If the neck mikes were switched on four 


or five minutes prior to a race, the crowd 
would hear a very strange call indeed. A 
very soft call. A rehearsal for Georgeff. 


"Tamar Man in all white opens a five- 


length lead," he murmurs. "Solar Scope 
in orange- is second by three lengths, Ben- 
gal Dare with green blinkers is third . . ." 
and so on as he runs through the field, 
noting what sets one horse apart from an- 
other: noting so he won't blow his call. 


"Accuracy is the most demanding," he 


mutters, scribbling "red cap" next to Fu- 
zier in his program. "All the rest is frost- 
ing on the cake." 


And the Georgeff accuracy has become 


hallmark and then legend. He's good, but 
not so good as some people's claim that 
he's never missed a call at the wire. 


He has. He has, because he calls the 


horses down to the line and will occasion- 
ally stick his neck out on a photo finish. 


THE HORSES are near the starting 


gate, masked by their escort riders and 
Georgeff is still calling softly. Into the 
gate now. 


"THEY'RE OFF!" The crowd below 


mills its way to the fence.

Heights Plan Commission studying pos- 
sible routes for the long-proposed Rand- 
Golf Expressway, it was the same story 
Tuesday night: There is nothing solid to 
discuss. 


The four-man committee, composed of 


Ronald Riba, 0. V. Anderson, Victor Beis- 
ler and James Louden, agreed, since no 
word has been received from the study 
firm of H. V. Lockner on possible routes, 
that representatives will visit Lockner to 
ask about progress on route studies. 


Armed with current maps and aerial 


photographs, the group will seek a prog- 
ress report. After that, the subcommittee 
will confer with other villages to consider 
mutual problems. 


AXDKRSON SUGGESTED that Mount 


Prospect. Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, Pros- 
pect Heights and Des Plaines — all near 
the path of the proposed highway that 
could link this area with the North Shore 
;md Edens Expressways — be contacted 
later. 


The obvious route for the expressway is 


about one mile northeast of Rand Road.

If Lockner does 
not move, however, the other villages will 
be contacted in an effort to coordinate 
plans.

Acceptance of fees by Supreme 


Court Justice Abe Fortas has again 
cast a shadow of doubt over the m- 
tegntv of the High Court. 


Last year Fortas' nomination as 


chief justice of the Court 
was 


blocked b> reflations that he had 
accepted $15.000 in fees collected by 
businessmen friends ostensibly for a 
series of lectures at American Um- 
versit> 
Last week. Life magazine 


revealed, and he admitted, that a 
fanuh foundation of a man under 
in\ estimation by a federal agency 
had paid Fortas $20.000 for 
"re- 


search " Fortas returned the money 
alter the man was indicted. 


It is clear that, if not illegal, the 


fees 
were 
excessive 
and 
raise 


enough 
questions 
about 
Fortas' 


sense of propriety that he should re- 
sign from the Court. 


Eve on Arlington 


A position of public trust should 


be regarded as sacred by those who 
hold it. not a source of private 
wealth. As a private citizen, lawyer 
Fortas certainly has a right to give 
lectures. But as a private citizen he 
could not command the fee he was 
given. He might prove a valuable 
researcher in private life, but we 
doubt any foundation would have 
given him $20,000 under the vague 
circumstances it was turned over to 
him as a Supreme Court justice, in 
advance of any actual work. 


The Fortas disclosures have stir- 


red considerable reaction in Con- 
gress, and indeed they should. Con- 
gress is as directly at fault as For- 
tas for the questions of propriety 
being raised with the Court. 


It is the responsibility of Congress 


to establish rules of conduct for gov- 


ernment officials. Mandatory 
dis- 


closure of income would have been 
a serious deterrent in the case of 
Fortas. Public officials who have to 
reveal their sources of income are 
likely to be more careful about the 
money they accept. Yet Congress 
has failed to police itself, the execu- 
tive or judicial branches of govern- 
ment with adequate disclosure laws. 


This same lax attitude of legisla- 


tors was recently 
reflected 
in 


Springfield, when the state Senate 
voted to lift the ban on moonlight- 
ing by state judges. The proposal to 
lift this ban is irresponsible. 


Federal jifdges, like Fortas, are 


appointed for life. They receive a 
substantial, though not excessive 
salary. If they do not think they can 
live with it, they should get off the 
bench.

This can be the most frustrating time of 


the yar for high school students. 


The long, hard school year — another m 


I series that s much too long — is about 
to end in favor of three months of rest, 
relaxation and recreation. 


But in order to make the summer all it 


can be a kid needs a job, and in the sub- 
urbs where there is little public trans- 
portation and frw jobs, findmg one can 
be almost impossible. 


THAT'S WHY I'm glad I grew up in the 


city It gave me the chance to have what 
is probably the best job a high school boy 
can find — working as an Andy Frain ush- 
er 


My annual longing for those "good old 


days" was kindled again this week when 
Arlington Park race track opened another 
season 


The 103 days of racing means 10.1 days 


of work (or the ushers, and there's no bet- 
ter way for a teen to earn summer funds 
•nd save for college than by wearing the 
blue and gold Frain uniform. (Did you 
know the colors were chosen because the 
late Andy Frain was a great fan of Notre 
Dame and many of his ushers were able 
to attend Notre Dame with the money 
they earned as ushers? > 


I only worked at Arlington Park 10 or 12 


times That didn't particularly bother me 
because the train ride from Chicago 
teemed like a long one and I wasn't par- 
ticularly fond of hone racing. (I've lived 
in the area three years now and have yet 


to go back to the track — which is less 
than a mile from home now ) 


The other opportunities the job had were 


what made it so attractive. 


I STARTED working for Frain during 


the summer of 1959. That was the year the 
White Sox won the American League pen- 
nant, and because they were doing so well 
that year they were drawing big crowds. 
Frain had to hire extra ushers to help 
handle the mobs. 


I started as an "extra" — a part time 


usher who would work for a few hours 
before the game began and until shortly 
after it started. That was the busiest time 
— when the people were coming in — and 
we were allowed to go home or stay and 
watch the game after the third or fourth 
inning. 


For a kid who lived baseball it was a 


great opportunity to see a ball game ev- 
ery day — and get paid for doing it! 


That summer I saw practically every 


Cubs and White Sox game between June 
and the middle of August. In August, the 
Pan American Games began in Chicago 
and for 10 straight days I worked at soc- 
cer games hi the morning and afternoon 
and the basketball games at night. 


It was the same kind of work: help 


people find their seats when they came in 
and then just be available to help anyone 
who needed it during the game — and 
watch the game when there was nothing 
to do. 


The basketball games were particularly 


easy to take since the U.S.A. team in 1959 
had a starting lineup of Oscar Robertson, 


Jerry West, Bob Boozer, George BonSalle 
and Adrian Smith. Basketball fans will 
know the delight of watching that team 
play and even non-fans probably recognize 
one or two of the names. 


WHEN THE PAN-AM games were over, 


I went back to baseball and finished up 
the season with the Cubs and Sox. Then 
came the highpoint of the year — the 
World Series. I worked all three games in 
Chicago and was convinced the Sox would 
sweep it after winning that first game 11-0 
behind Early Wynn and Ted Kluzewski. 


But the Sox lost in six games and my 


attentions had to turn to football. In 1959, 
I worked every Bear home game and ev- 
ery Chicago Cardinal home game (19S9 
was the Cards last year in Chicago). 


That winter, I worked all 35 Blackhawk 


home games, as well as the playoffs, and 
saw about 10 or 12 Chicago Packer basket- 
ball games. 


Besides the obvious attraction the job 


has for boys, it taught the young men a 
lot about life. I learned to work and talk 
with every kind of person. You had to be 
polite and courteous, regardless of who 
you were talking to, and you learned that 
it wasn't always easy. 


In addition to the sporting events, there 


were many, many other activities that a 
kid would only dream of if he hadn't had 
the job. 


In 1960,1 worked at the VIP gate at the 


Republican National Convention. This was 
the entrance the big shots used and I got 
to see them all and talk to many of them.

rates. She said her home probably has a 
market value of $15,000, but when the pre- 
sent mortgage is paid, her equity would 
be about $6,000. "What can I do with 
$6,000?" she asked. 


She made the point that she and several 


neighbors bad lived in their homes a num- 
ber of years and were paying $80 a month 
mortgage payments. "Some of these 
people are pensioners and widows. Where 
can they go?" she asked. 


A woman who owns property in DuPage

County and Elk Grove Village assured 
the Hanover Park resident that 
"the 


state will pay you a fair price." She cited 
illustrations of friends who sold their prop- 
erty and weren't financially hurt by the 
transaction. 


She added that she's 61 and can still get 


mortgages 


"SURE PEOPLE WITH good credit rat 


ings can get mortgages What about oth- 
ers?" the Hanover Park woman replied. 


DLst. 1 Engineer Sigmund Siejewski said 


state law requires that citizens who have 
property that must be vacated for such 
improvements be paid the market value of 
the property and be given up to $200 for 
relocation expenses (Businesses receive 
up to $3,000 for relocation expenses.) 


Siejewski said the state will hire ap- 


praisers and residents are given at least 
90 days to vacate after a settlement is 
made. 


One man wasn't impressed by the ex- 


pressway plans The expressway is sup- 
posed to adequately handle traffic in the 
ever-growing area for the next 20 years. 


"It probably won't be built for 20 


years," he said 


The building timetable was another 


thing residents worried about. Many felt 
that until definite plans were made and 
the route alignment plan is recorded in 
county recorded offices, their property is 
unsellable. 


FORMER HANOVER PARK Trustee 


Richard Goggm wondered why the state 
doesn't widen the Northwest 
Tollway 


which now runs between O'Hare and El- 
gin. "This will disturb no one's home," he 
said as the spectators applauded. 


One man got down to the nitty-gritty. He 


said the proposed expressway isn't going 
to solve any traffic problems as long as 
such routes are filled with cars containing 
only the driver. 


"The Congress Expressway is jammed 


every day with automobiles that only have 
a driver in them. Maybe we should be 
looking for other means of transportation 
for the masses we will have," he said. 


Court Shoots Hole in Law

In the Friday May 9, 1969, issue of the 


Herald, the Editorial Page had an article 
entitled "Hope this Projectile Misfires." 
The author of this editorial as well as 
many of your readers may not be aware 
that on Jan. 20, 1968, the United States 
Supreme Court announced its decision in a 
case, Haynes vs U.S., which had arisen 
under Gun Control Laws already on the 
books. (Sections 5841 and 5851 of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service Code.) The court said 
that a person whose ownership of a fire 
arm was illegal, because he was a con- 
victed criminal, could not be forced to 
register it, or be prosecuted for having it 
in his possession, because this would viol- 
ate his rights under the Fifth Amendment 
against self-incrimination! 


OPPONENTS OF STRINGENT control 


have argued that no criminal would be 
foolish enough to register his gun. Now 
because of the Supreme Court Ruling 
mentioned above, criminals do not have to 
register their guns nor can they be prose- 
cuted for failing to do so. 


A review of the above Supreme Court 


decision makes it clear to me, that exist- 
ing gun registration legislation therefore 
is aimed only at law abiding citizens who 
would have to register their weapons or 
face a fine or imprisionment for failing to 


There are numerous historical examples 


which illustrate the register now and con- 
fiscate later argument.

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River Barges —They Keep Commerce Afloat 


by M. GENE MEARNS 


NEW ORLEANS (UPD-That stubby 


towboat moving a fleet of barges past 
Cairo. III. toward New Orleans is from 
Minneapolis. 1.731 miles from the mouth 
of the mighty Mississippi. 


It is part of a revolution in one of man's 


oldest forms of transportation that will 
bring Mississippi River barge freight from 
some such unlikely spots as Catoosa, 
Okla.. by next year. 


And along the way. the boom in inland 


waterway transportation is making its 
competitors get up and run harder than 
they have had to in years. 


The stubby Minneapolis to New Orleans 


towboat is one of the reason* for what's 
happening. Its pilot commands more than 
6.000 horsepower in its big diesel engines, 
pushing 40.000 tons of cargo. That 
is 


enough to fill two big bulk freighters wait- 
ing empty in New Orleans. 


But there's more to this transportation 


"revolution" than the new, all-weather 
barge fleets linking inland America with 
the Gulf of Mexico, with the Great Lakes 
and the Atlantic Coast. 


Manufacturers are finding new savings 


by employing computers to figure out the 
most efficient combination of rail-truck- 
air-barge movement for their products. 


Railroads are modernizing their rolling 


stock, freight handling equipment and 
movement schedules. Illinois Central for 
instance, has come up with a "rent- 
a-train" idea permitting four-day shuttles 
of Midwestern grain to the Louisiana Gulf 
Coast. 


Steamship lines are moving into bulk 


cargo concepts which will permit an Iowa 
shipper to load a barge and then watch it 
depart on a high-speed riverocean voyage 
to Europe or Asia aboard a giant new 
type of seagoing ship without ever being 
unloaded in transit. 


Just as towns and cities sprouted along 


rail routes in the past, population is now 
being drawn 
to 
barge-accessible points 


a l o n g rivers 
and 
new waterways 


where 
industrial complexes are being 


built because of the favorable location. 


The Army Corps of Engineers has 


helped the transportation evolution by us- 
ing Congress' Rivers and Harbors Act 
funds for more than a century to develop 
a superb 25,380-mile inland waterway sys- 
tem. 


The system includes the Mississippi 


River 
and 
its tributaries, the Gulf and 


Atlantic coast waterways, plus river sys- 
tems that tap Appalachia and extend deep 
into the Southwest, the Southeast and far 
Midwest. 


Between 
1952 and 
1967, according 


to the American waterways operators, 
some 6,700 plants, terminals, industrial 
parks and related units— about $131.5 bil-

Lancaster keeps in top-flight physical 


condition by jogging a couple of miles a 
day and working out in the gym built into 
his office. His strength is awesome. 


"I stay in shape because I've done it all 


my life," he explained. "But it helps when 
the script calls for action. Still I'm beat 
after a day's work. There's so much going 
on around you on the set that there's no 
way to convey to the technicians what 
you're doing. 


"I use rehearsals to experiment and ex- 


plore my characterization. And right in 
the middle of a thought a guy is liable to 
stick a light meter in my face—and, 
boom, the idea disappears. 


"The most important contribution I 


have to make in a film is my own person- 
ality. It has nothing to do with acting. And 
it's not ego. An actor must use the impact 
of his being and use his own ideas." 


Lancaster is an intense man. a thinking 


actor. He strives to improve everything in 
a scene. He devotes weekends to dis- 
assembling his role, breaking down its 
meaning and adding vigor to it. 


"I'm not as good an actor as I could be, 


because I'm interested in the entire scope 
of a film," Lancaster said. "That's why 
I've produced pictures through the years. 
I like to hold the reins." 


Most of all Lancaster maintains a close 


rein on himself, which doubtless is the ex- 
planation for his longevity on the screen, 
his Oscar for "Elmer Gantry" and his 
continued popularity at the 
boxoffice.

make a special effort to adjust their pro- 
duction and distribution systems to take 
advantage of barge transport wherever 
possible," says John A. Greedy, president 
of the Water Transport Association. "A 
modern industrial complex requires all 
modes of transportation; 
air, 
pipe- 


line, rail, highway and water." 


Some 1,700 companies now pay 80,000 


men to operate 3,800 towboats and tugs on 
America's inland and coastal waterways. 
This shallow-draft navy handles 
17,000 


barges around the clock 365 days of the 
year. Together with ocean-going ships 
they helped move 1.38 billion tons of wa- 
terborne commerce in the United States 
in 1968. It was a new record for the sixth 
consecutive year. 


In 1970 the way should be open for Mis- 


sissippi River barges to travel 439 miles 
up the Arkansas and Verdigris rivers to 
the town of Catoosa, Okla., near Tulsa. 
This years long $1.2 billion project will 
save shippers an estimated $40.4 million a 
year in freight bills. 


In the 1970's the 25,380 miles of inland 


waterways will be moving into the 12-foot 
channel stage. Many inland channels are 


now six and nine feet. But with the com- 
pletion of the Ohio River redevelopment, 
there will be a 12-foot channel for almost 
1,000 mites from Pittsburgh to Cairo, 111. A 
towboat and her fleet of barges will be 
able to make 19 per cent more trips and 
deliver 70 per cent more cargo in a year's 
time. 


Congress has already authorized naviga- 


tional development of another 3,675 miles 
of America's waterways. When these new 
miles are usable, barges and the imfustry 
they bring can move into such new areas 
as Dallas and Fort Worth; Shreveport, 
La.; Sioux City, Iowa; Atlanta and Mont- 
gomery, 
Ala., 
and 
points between. 


In Alaska, a barge channel is proposed 
from the Pacific Coast up the spine of the 
state to the Canadian border in the east. 


Railroads and barge lines, for years not 


the best of friends, are finding new ways 
to give better service, amidst the trans- 
portation evolution-revolution, by planring 
high-volume but shorter-distance hauls. 
For instance, the Seaboard Coast Line 
Railroad and Freeport Sulphur Co., have 
a 15-year contract involving movement of 
phosphate rock from Florida to Lou- 
isiana. 


Seaboard runs shuttle trains from the 


mines in Florida to Tampa, where a 26,- 


000-ton ocean-going barge bigger than 
many freighters gulps four train-loads of 
the mineral and then makes a beeline 
across the Gulf of Mexico to Convent, La., 
on the Mississippi River, to unload at a 
processing plant. 


"Those responsible for the production 


and distribution of the nation's output are 
looking for new and different approaches 
to water transportation," says W. J. Bar- 
ta, president of the Mississippi Valley 
Barge Line Co. 


Barta says that "different modes of 


transportation are increasingly going to 
become partners and, increasingly, willing 
partners on important movements. Gov- 
ernment 
is dropping more than a few 


hints that if we do not get on with the job 
ourselves, there will be highly specific 
new and supplementary 
legislation 


making intermodal coordination absolutely 
mandatory." 


Another 
water 
transport 
executive, 


Louis R. Fiore, president of the Ohio Riv- 
er Co., says that "for much too long in the 
United States railroads and barge lines 
have been business enemies. I expect the 
1970's to be a decade of intermodal coop- 
eration, higher earnings for transportation 
companies and improved service at lower 
overall transport costs for shippers."

should go to No 3. 5,11 and 15. 


The third and fifth have the only water 


holes on the course and both are located 
just in front of the greens. This reporter 
found the hazard on the par 3 third when 
the ball failed to carry the 139 yards and 
forced me to register a wet double bogey. 


No. 5. the only 312 yards, is a deceptive- 


ly short par 4. But a dogleg to the right 
with traps, trees and water protecting the 
green should make the pros think twice 
before going for it from the tee. 


The llth is a par 3, 201 plus yards 


long with hunkers guarding every en- 
trance to the green. The ISth also is 
heavily trapped with most of them all 
along either side of the narrow fairway 
with out of bounds on the left all the 
way. At 457 yards, it is a very tough par 
4. 
So there you have it. We'll see you down 


at Midlothian three weeks from today. If 
you're not sure how to got there, bring 
plenty of change and follow this route: 
take the Tri-State Tollway south and turn 
off on Highway 50.

Steps Toward New Hall 


The first positive steps toward a new 


village hall will be taken in about 30 days 
when members of Hoffman Estates Mu- 
nicipal Building Committee begin inter- 
viewing prospective architects for the 
project. 


Under the chairmanship of Trustee Mrs. 


Virginia M. Hayter. the village board 
committee-of-the-whole met for the first 
time this week to formulate plans and 
procedures 


After a review of the findings of the In- 


dependent Citizens Committee (ICC), a 
group established several years ago by 
former Pres. Roy L. Jenkins, trustees 
agreed that the first step in the proceed- 
ings will be to acquire an architect to as- 
sist them in site selection and eventually 
design a building. 


Jenkins had formed the ICC, chaired by 


Glen Hoffmann, to study the feasibility of 
a joint building venture with the park and 
school districts and Schaumburg Town- 
ship 


THE PLAN FAILED 
to materialize 


when all groups, with the exception of the 
village, expressed a preference to build 
independently. 


At that time also. Dist. 54 and the town- 


ship were working toward a shared ad- 
ministrative center which has failed to 
materialize 


ICC had recommended four possible 


sites within the village for the office com- 
plex and had also suggested construction 
of a metal building, possibly at a separate 
location, for public works vehicle storage 


ICC members also determined a need of 


14,000 square feet of space at a cost of $20 
to $25 per square foot for village use 
alone; they recommended a design which 
would last a minimum of 50 years. 


Among sites recommended at that time, 


the Municipal Buildings Committee plans 
to investigate a 10-acre parcel at Higgins 
and Jones Roads owned by Mrs. Ida Vo- 
gelei. 


THE LAND HAD been leased to Hoff- 


man-Rosner Corp., original developers of 
Hoffman Estates, for use as a lumber 
yard for a five-year period. It is now the 
basis for controversy between the owner 
and developer since temporary buildings 
placed on the land were not removed be- 
fore the lease expired. 


The village contends that Mrs. Vogelei 


is in violation of special use zoning since 
she will not let representatives of the firm 
on the property to remove the structures. 


An adjacent 10 acre tract, also owned 


by Mrs. Vogelei, is now under negotiation 
for purchase by the park district. 


The committee is also considering the 


possibility of builder donations of land for 
public use which might be appropriate for 
a municipal complex. 


PRESENTLY, HOFFMAN Estates has 


an assessed valuation of $47 million, with 
$2.350,000 in bonding power, $1 million of 
which was earlier committed to a street 
reconstruction program. 


Mrs. 
Hayter urged professional archi- 


tects living in or near the village to con- 
tact her for an interview appointment.

Guthrie. 34, has been a Schaumburg 


resident five years. He is an attorney with 
the Garbutt and Jacobson law firm, 1 N. 
LaSalle. Chicago 


HE WAS ON the plans commission for 


several years. Other activities include the 
Young Republicans, the Lions Club, the 
Jayceps and the local blood bank group, 
STABB. 


In March he was named the Jaycees 


"Outstanding Young Man of the Year." 


"This is the first time in the history of 


Schaumburg that we have a board mem- 


ber who is an attorney. Before he became 
an attorney, he had finished all the 
courses necessary to be a minister. This 
explains why he's involved with people," 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher said. 


Guthrie and his wife Jean have two chil- 


dren. 


He is also the judge for the police de- 


partment's bicycle court. 


THE BOARD ALSO appointed Don Pe- 


terson to the three-member fire and police 
commission headed by Dr. Martin J. Con- 
iglio.

Atcher asked trustees to give him 


names for candidates to fill the two va- 
cancies on both the plans commission and 
Zoning Board of Appeal. "We are looking 
for individuals who have proved they have 
the community interest at heart," he said. 


Bank Pays the Bill 


Schaumburg State Bank has agreed to 


finance equipment and construction costs 
for building the village's second fire sta- 
tion. Trustee Raymond Kessell said Tues- 
day 


The second station will be located near 


Golf and Meacham roads. 


The bank's offer means the village can 


build the second station without calling a 
referendum 
or 
incurring bonded in- 


debtedness. 


Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel said that by 


financing the building and equipment 
through the bank, the village will be able 
to pay it off on a "pay-as-you-go basis" 
over a 10-year period 


TUESDAY TRUSTEES agreed to adver- 


tise for bids for an aerial platform truck. 
Estimated cost for this piece of special- 
ized equipment is $98,000. 


Bids are being sought now because it 


takes 12 to 18 months for an order to be 
filled, Kessell said. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher said the aerial 


platform will have many rescue uses since 
the extension is 85 feet long and swings in 
all directions.

Schaumburg's contribution under the mu- 


tual aid pact with surrounding commu- 
nities. 


SPECIALIZED PIECES are also being 


bought by other communities under the 
mutual aid plan. 


In addition to the aerial platform, the 


second fire station will also house a 1,000- 
gallon pumper, rescue truck and ambu- 
lance. Estimated cost for the total project 
is $300,000 to $350,000. 


"On behalf of the board and residents, I 


want to thank the first study committee 
for its work on this project, especially 
Ray Kessell (committee chairman)," At- 
cher said. 


The committee is thinking of five sta- 


tions within Schaumburg eventually, Kes- 
sell said. "We don't know what surround- 
ing communities are doing. I suggest we 
set up a meeting with other communities 
to find out what their plans are and avoid 
adjacent fire stations," Kessell said. 


HE SAID NO interest rates have been 


established with the bank yet, "but I'm 
sure it will be favorable " 


"Fire fighters are a special kind of 


man. They willingly go through rigorous 
training and draw no village borders when 
they're needed. This kind of cooperation 
should be contagious for other organiza- 
tions," Atcher said. 


GRADERS SCRAPE the land in preparation for the build- 
ing of International Village apartment units on the north- 
west corner of Meacham and Algonquin roads in Schaum- 
burg. An $1 I million, 732-unit complex is scheduled to be 


completed within two years. The luxury apartments will 
be located on 46 acres.

Seniors See City Life

Conant High School seniors had the op- 


portunity to compare and contrast their 
suburban environment with city life this 
week as participants in study tours in Chi- 
cago. 


Approximately 300 seniors visited Chi- 


cago Tuesday and Wednesday to study Ne- 
gro life, housing and religions in Chicago, 
and Puerto Rican life. Another group will 
travel to Chicago May 21. 


All of the Conant pupils are enrolled in 


Senior social science survey classes. 


Hopefully, the study trips will eliminate 


some of the stereotype ideas about metro- 
politan living. The various field trips were 
arranged and conducted by representa- 
ives of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 


"I WAS SURPRISED that so much was 


being done in the area of public housing in 
Chicago," said Jo Leonhardt, Conant se- 
nior. 


Conant pupils on the housing tour visited 


all types of neighborhoods in Chicago — 
Negro middle-class, low-income, all-black, 
integrated communities, and slum areas. 


The Chatham area visited by pupils, for 


example, is a neighborhood which peace- 
fully changed from all white to pre- 
dominantly Negro with property values 
remaining stable and the community re- 
maining quiet and dignified. 


Students learned that Marynook subdivi- 


sion is attempting to keep a balance be- 
tween white and Negro residents. It is 
presently 40 per cent white and 60 per 
cent black. 


A voluntary association of Marynook 


residents tries to obtain a matching re- 
placement for any local homeowner who 
has to move, either white or Negro. 


IN CONTRAST, the housing balance in 


Schaumburg is based on the type of home 
built by housing contractors — ranch 
style, colonial, or bi-level. 


The trend in Chicago public housing is 


away from vertical living in high-rise 


structures, the Conant seniors were told. 
That arrangement was not really good for 
mothers attempting to supervise their 
children, according to Chicago Housing 
Authority officials. Unfortunately, some 
neighborhoods object to public housing, of- 
ficials, said. 


The average family in Chicago public 


housing consists of five members — usual- 
ly a mother with four children. Unlike the 
suburbs, there is a scarcity of male bread- 
winners. 


There are about 23,000 persons on the 


waiting list for public housing facilities, 
and an equal number for housing for the 
elderly, students learned. Public housing 
starts at $70 per month. 


"INTEGRATION IS no l o n g e r the 


primary goal in an area like Chatham," 
said Robert Lyons, social studies teacher. 
"The primary aim is to maintain a clean, 
well-kept neighborhood." 


On the tour of Negro life, Conant seniors 


visited Dunbar Vocational High School 
and were impressed with the vocational 
training facilities there. 


"They had more equipment in one class- 


room than Conant has in the whole indus- 
trial arts department," said one student. 


The Conant pupils ate lunch in the Dun- 


bar school cafeteria. 


Other stops on the Negro life tour in- 


cluded Johnson Publishing Co. (Ebony 
magazine), Illinois Institute of Technology 
campus and redevelopment project, and 
Kenwood, an area described as an ex- 
ample of "perfect integrated housing." 


STUDENTS ON the religion tour visited 


houses of worship on the north side of Chi- 
cago, including a Baha'i Temple, a Mor- 
mon church, a Reform temple, a Greek 
Orthodox church, and a Buddhist temple. 


Those pupils observing Puerto Rican life 


visited a migration center, a real estate 
office, a social service center, and Wells 
High School. 


Centex Building 


Elk Grove Village gave a most impor- 


tant nod of approval Tuesday night, and 
Centex Corp. began final plans for build- 
ing west of Illinois 53. 


The first subdivision, known as Section 


17, includes 310 homes. When completed, 
the area west of Illinois 53 will represent 
conclusion of nearly all major residential 
construction in the village, and will double 
current population. 


The village board Tuesday night gave 


approval to subdivision plats submitted by 
Centex, after bargaining in three areas.

Parents of pupils at St. Hubert School in 


Hoffman Estates are conducting a letter- 
writing campaign to area legislators urg- 
ing support of House Bill 1116. The bill 
provides for annual tuition grants to par- 
ents of non public school pupils. 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has set aside 


$32 million in his annual budget to aid non 
public schools. 


Local parish members are urged to 


write letters to State Sen. John A. Gra- 
ham, of Barrington, and Representatives 


Eugenia Chapman, David J. Regner, and 
Eugene Schlickman. 


HOUSE BILL 1116 was recently passed 


by the House Education Committee. The 
bill provides tuition grants of $50 for 
grade school students and $100 for each 
high school student in private schools. 


There are an estimated 528,000 non pub- 


lic school children in Illinois. 


In campaign literature distributed by 


the parish school, the following points fa- 


voring House Bill 1116 are mentioned: 


—What would happen if there were just 


one state-supported system? 


—Can the state afford to let non public 


schools close? 


—Is it possible that helping non public 


schools will really destroy public schools? 


—Will the closing of non public schools 


help public ones? 


—If non public schools perform a public 


purpose and they need help, does the state 


help itself by helping these schools sur- 
vive? 


An association of Catholic parents, Citi- 


zens for Educational Freedom, contends 
that if the state's nonpublic schools had to 
close, it would cost taxpayers more than 
one billion dollars to build and equip new 
public schools needed. 


Tuition at St. Hubert School is now $100 


per child per year or $150 per family. 


Letter writers are urged to be courte- 


ous, brief, and ask for action. 


Second consideration was two single-lot 


"leave-outs." Because of possible devel- 
opment by other landowners to the east 
and west, two lots on opposite sides of the 
subdivision will remain vacant for five 
years pending the need for possible street 
connections.

and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 
filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 


take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the next 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney 
Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad- 


visers would be released soon, perhaps 
within a week. 


"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like 
to spread the stories out." 


For the same reason Mathewson deftly 


ducked specific questions about the issues 
on which he will campaign. 


He said he would be a solid supporter of 


the Nixon administration. "I've been im- 
pressed. There have been a lot of new 
ideas, a lot of proposals that have given 
hope to a lot of people who didn't have 
that before," he said. 


He said he thinks the 13th District is 


"homogeneous," with the "same kinds of 
areas," "same kinds of people." 


HE SAID HIS SPECIFIC campaign pro- 


posals will be developed with the aid of "a 
group of scholars who will provide me 
with independent studies and research on 
major current questions." 


Among chief problems of the 13th Dis- 


trict, he said, are crime and drugs, air 
and water pollution and urban sprawl. 


He said he "likes" the idea of bloc 


grants to the states, which Ogilvie long 
has advocated, and believes "very strong- 
ly in the importance of education." 


He also said he favors anti-poverty pro- 


grams designed to "help people help 
themselves." 


Mathewson admitted he has not had any 


commitment of support from any of the 
eight Republican township committeemen, 
"some of them candidates themselves."

For example, Arlington Heights police 


are still trying to discover who was re- 
sponsible for the vandalism in Memory 
Gardens Cemetery last March 16. 


"Society's really going to fall flat if 


people can't instill moral values and re- 
spect for property in their children," the 
Wheeling officer added. 


•THfS SURE TAKES the starch out of 


some of us who lived here for a long 
time," Willis said. "Only six or eight of us 
in town really seem interested in pre- 
serving the cemetery. I just don't know 
what will happen when we're no longer 
around." 


One concerned citizen, who didn't want 


to be identified for fear of harassment, 
said 40 stones were repaired last fall but 
more have been demolished since then. 


"Children have used the cemetery as a 


playground for years and young people 
have always done some damage to the 
area at Halloween. 


"But the sort of activity that's been go- 


ing on lately is just inexcusable," the indi- 
vidual said. 


Willis doesn't have much hope the van- 


dalism can be stopped. "The cemetery 
could be fenced in but there Isn't any 
money to buy a fence and it would prob- 
ably do no go^d anyway. Vandals would 
undoubtedly find a wav to break in.

However, the church build- 
ing will probably have some space for 
parish religion school classes. 


A Chancery office representative said, 


"it is premature to say anything. This 
isn't finalized although the new church 
will be in the general area." 


Otto Damgarrd now owns the land un- 


der consideration. The River Trails Park 
District once discussed purchase of the 
land at $14,000 per acre, but the deal fell 
through. 


IRONICALLY, IF THE 
Archdiocese 


does purchase the Damgarrd property it 
will be buying land it once owned. 


In 1882 Chicago Archbishop Patrick Fee- 


ban purchased 440 acres of land extending 
from the Des Plaines River to Weller 
Creek to Rand Road and Euclid Road for 
a cost of $30,000. 


At the turn of the century the area was 


called "Feehanville." One of the first pub- 
lic schools in the area was named Feehan- 
ville after the Chicago Archbishop. 


Large portions of the land purchased by 


Archbishop Feehan were used as sites for 
Maryville Academy, Holy Family Hospi- 
tal, and an Archdiocesan Cemetery. 


Just recently, Archdiocesan land on Eu- 


clid Avenue next to Rob Roy Golf course 
was condemned by the River Trails Park 
District. 


Today, if the rumored purchase of land 


for a church goes through, the Arch- 
diocese will be paying at least $70,000 for 
a five-acre portion of a 440 acre tract it 
once purchased for $30,000. 


Annex Bill Fight Goes On 


Opponents of H. B. 1241, providing for 


annexation of unincorporated areas next 
to municipalities, intend to continue their 
fight against the bill which passed the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives Tuesday. 


Mrs. Marie L Caylor, leader of the 


groups opposing the bill sponsored by 
S t a t e R e p . E u g e n e Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, called the house ac- 
tion "regretable " 


"IT IS BEING RAILROADED through 


the House without consideration of the 
opinions of the people to be affected," she 
told the Herald. 


She said she is quite sure the people 


opposing the bill will accelerate their ac- 
tivities now that it is going tr the Senate, . 


On the other hand, Ralph Van Petten, 


president of the Prospect Heights Home- 
owners Association and a firm supporter 


of the bill, said he is happy the bill passed 
the House with amendments suggested to 
Schlickman by Prospect Heights home- 
owners. 


"We agreed and Gene Schlickman went 


out of his way to consider this com- 
promise," Van Petten told the Herald. 


The bill, introduced by Schlickman, is 


part of Gov. Richard Ogilvie's nine-point 
program on local government. 


It would allow municipalities to annex 


land which touches at least one of their 
borders through court action, rather than 
through a special election. 


If the bill becomes law, it would benefit 


Arlington Heights, especially on the north 
side, now a patch-work of lots and subdivi- 
sions, some in Arlington Heights, some in 
unincorporated Cook County.

Stecrbo. a freshman at Harper, major- 


ing in physical education, was taken to 
Northwest Community Hospital in Arling- 
ton Heights after police tried for a half 
hour to pull him from the wreckage. Ef- 
forts at the hospital failed to save him. 


"HE HAD A GREAT deal of athletic 


ability in my estimation," said Ron Besse- 
mer, head wrestling coach at Harper. 
"Probably most of his ability was in wres- 
tling. Potentially, I feel, he could have 


been a national junior college champion." 


Steerbo, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ray- 


mond Steerbo Sr., attended F.-emd High 
School where he was a member of the 
wrestling, track, and football teams. In 
his senior year he won the district wres- 
tling championship in the 180 pound 
weight class and competed in the state 
tournament. 


Steerbo weighed about 260 or 270 pounds 


when he first got started in high school 
athletics, according to Bessemer. Once he 
became acquainted with sports he became 
obsessed with them, Bassemer said. "He 
was a good college prospect." 


BESSEMER SAID Steerbo missed out 


in competing in the national wrestling 
championships last winter because he got 
pneumonia and strep throat while trying 
to cut his weight down to 177 from bis 
former heavyweight class. 


The young athlete was to have received 


a Harper Wrestling letter this Friday at 
the school's first general awards banquet. 


The Race Thickens 
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Joseph Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie's press secretary until 
yesterday, has thrown his hat in the ring 
as a Republican candidate for the 13th 
District congressional seat being vacated 
by Donald Rumsfeld. 


He made his formal announcement in a 


press conference yesterday afternoon at 
Arlington Park. 


Mathewson said he was announcing ear- 


ly, before Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
as director of the U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO), to get a jump on the 
pack of candidates expected to make a bid 
for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee, is the 
only other announced GOP candidate. 


Waiting in the wings, however, are close 


to a dozen other possible candidates, 
among them., Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houser and 
Mrs. Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 
and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 


filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the next 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney 
Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad- 


visers would be released soon, perhaps 
within a week. 


"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like 
to spread the stories out." 


For the same reason Mathewson deftly 


ducked specific questions about the issues

subdivided or used for commerce or in- 
dustry, and that the municipality can pro- 
vide services, such as water, sewsrs, and 
fire and police protection. 


Mrs. Caylor. who said she has the sup- 


port of some labor groups, said she is. not 
optimistic about chances of defeating the 
bill in the Senate. 


"There are more Republicans and fewer 


Democrats percentage wise in the Sen- 
ate," she said. 


Mrs. Caylor, mounting a last ditch at- 


tempt to stop the bill, said it is unfortu- 
nate opposition didn't get off the ground in 
the unincorporated area 
of Prospect 


Heights. 


THE BILL WAS submitted to the House 


last year by Schlickman and failed to get 
the governor's signature. 


"The same thing happened last year," 


complains Mrs. Caylor, "We didn't know 
anything about it."

Northwest suburban area have charged 
the bill deprives them of a voice in deter- 
mining which municipality they will annex 
to. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 


Walsh said annexation done by municipal- 
ities is for the purpose of protecting prop- 
erty, not simply to consume land for the 
sake of adding acreage. 


Ogilvie proposed the bill. His speech on 


local government, from which the Schlick- 
man bill is drawn, stresses that many of 
the difficulties of urban governments can 
be avoided by annexation, which he said 
provides orderly growth of new urban 
areas. 


Property under consideration for annex- 


ation to Arlington Heights includes about 
700 acres of land along both sides of Rand 
Road. 


The 60-acre Lynnwood subdivision, south 


of the intersection of Highway 53 and Pal- 
atine Road is another area on the north- 
ern side of the village that could be desir- 
able property, if the bill is approved by 
the legislature. 


SMALLER UNINCORPORATED subdi- 


visions dotted along the borders of Arling- 
ton Heights could also be considered. On 
the south side, the 60-acre Arlington Man- 
or subdivision, southeast of Central and 
Arlington Heights roads, could qualify. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson said he is not certain how the 
measure would affect the village. How- 
ever, if the measure is approved, it could 
provide a solution to certain dilemmas 
that have faced the village at certain 
times. 


For example, it would relieve the prob- 


lem of the Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 
ment responding to fires in unincorporated 
areas. Village residents who pay taxes for 
fire protection are at times concerned 
about the occasional free protection ex- 
tended to the scattered unincorporated 
areas. 


IT WOULD ALSO help to eliminate the 


patch-work quality of northern Arlington 
Heights and, at the same time, establish 
control of developments in the area that 
have been in the past under looser county 
control. 


Unincorporated areas in the eastern 


part of Prospect Heights don't buy this 
argument because they fear they will be 
taken by either Mount Prospect or Wheel- 
ing without any by-your-leave.

Outbreaks of vandalism in local grave- 


yards have shocked law enforcement offi- 
cials and private citizens. 


The Wheeling Cemetery, burial site for 


many town founders and soldiers of the 
Civil War and World Wars I and II, has 
been the object of vandalism for the past 
three years. Although the police depart- 
m e n t has c o n d u c t e d several in- 
v e s t i g a t i o n s , the culprits remain 
anonymous. 


Merle Willis, director of the Wheeling 


Historical Society Museum, said most of 
the vandalism occurs at night and claimed 
it is impossible to estimate the amount of 
damage that has been done.

are the ones damaged most often, since 
they're softer than the newer marble 
stones," he said. 


Numerous old stcnes, many dating from 


the last century, have been toppled and 
some have been broken or smashed com- 
pletely. 


"Police recently found one round head- 


stone rolling down Milwaukee Avenue at 2 
a.m.," Willis said. "I just don't see why 
anyone thinks this sort of activity is so 
much fun. I don't know where it will end. 
It's gotten a lot worse in the past few 
weeks." 


An officer with the Wheeling Police De- 


partment claims he is "pretty sure" the 
vandals are young people. 


"I DON'T THINK THE current culprits 


are the same ones who were doing this 
two or three years ago," he said. "The 
kids quit school or graduate and move 
away and others come to take their place. 


It's hard to pin down those responsible in 
situations like this." 


For example, Arlington Heights police 


are still trying to discover who was re- 
sponsible for the vandalism in Memory 
Gardens Cemetery last March 16. 


"Society's really going to fall flat if 


people can't instill moral values and re- 
spect for property in their children,'' the 
Wheeling officer added. 


"THIS SURE TAKES the starch out of 


some of us who lived here for a long 
time," Willis said. "Only six or eight of us 
in town really seem interested in pre- 
serving the cemetery. I just don't know 
what will happen when we're no longer 
around." 


One concerned citizen, who didn't want 


to be identified for fear of harassment, 
said 40 stones were repaired last fall but 
more have been demolished since then. 


"Children have used the cemetery as a 


playground for years and young people 
have always done some damage to the 
area at Halloween. 


"But the sort of activity that's been go- 


ing on lately is just inexcusable," the indi- 
vidual said. 


Willis doesn't have much hope the van- 


dalism can be stopped. "The cemetery 
could be fenced in but there isn't any 
money to buy a fence and it would prob- 
ably do no good anyway. Vandals would 
undoubtedly find a way to break in. 


"There's a lot of history connected with 


this old cemetery," he sighed. 


"Indian bones have even been found 


here. It's a shame the site is deteriorating 
and it's sadder still that no one seems to 
care."

Village Protests State's 'No' on Lights 


by MARY DRESSER 


The Village of Buffalo Grove is digging 


in its heels to protest a recent report from 
the state Department of Highways reject- 
ing traffic lights at the intersection of Buf- 
falo Grove and Dundee roads. 


Monday night, the board voted unani- 


mously to protest the highway department 
study saying it opposed the departments' 
'•abortive use of figures" to prove lights 
are not needed. 


The village insists that population in 


Buffalo Grove is expanding so fast the 
lights will soon be an absolute necessity in 
order to prevent accident*. 


"I DREAD THE thought of another 


Buffalo Grove-Palatine Road calamity," 
Village Pres. Donald Thompson told the 
board. 


(Last September, two girls from Wheel- 


ing High School were killed at the Buf- 
falo Grove-Palatine Road 
intersection 


when their car collided with a Dlst. 23 
school bus. 


Angry protests from parents of children 


in the area caused former Gov. Sam Sha- 
piro to issue an emergency order sending 
special crews to the area to Install stop 
lights > 


The highway department report also Is 


not compensating for the intersection of 
Dundee Road with Route S3, Buffalo 
Grove contends. 


At present the entrance and exit from 


the stream of traffic at the intersection is 
"Impossible" Thompson says and he pre- 
dicts "it will be worse from day to day." 


The village contends bad weather the 


day the highway department survey was 
made contributed to an inaccurate total. 


HOWEVER. A representative of 
the 


State Highway Department says the vil- 
lage itself made the survey, not the high- 
way department. 


The count, performed by a village con- 


sultant, was submitted to the state. The 
state told the village the traffic count was 
not high enough to warrant a light. 


A Herald check of village records in- 


dicates that the Village of Buffalo Grove 
did do the work itself. The traffic count 
was made by John Gannon from National 
Associates, a Chicago firm. 


Thompson told the village board Mon- 


day the highway department made the 
survey at 7,10, and 11 in the morning and 
recorded less than 500 cars. 


Thompson says the village has counted 


a total of 1,149 cars passing the inter- 
section at noon. 


"NO INTERPRETATION has been giv- 


en the survey," charges Thompson. 


He says he has talked to George March, 


head of the State Highway Department, 
"time and time again" with no results. 


"I don't think we should have to go 


through picketing," Thompson told the 


board. "We are proud our accident rate is 
low. It is because we have watched it like 
a hawk. It will cost $25,000 for the light 
which is small considering the tax money 
coming out of the village." 


John Bolden of the State Highway De- 


partment says the village traffic count 
was analyzed and the figures were applied 
to state standards detailing the minimum 
of traffic and the interruption of contin- 
uous traffic. 


"We couldn't justify it," Bolden told the 


Herald. 


The village contends the light should be 


installed because increased population 
growth will increase traffic. 


BOLDEN SAYS the state would listen to 


a reputable traffic projection, but could 


not promise action on this. 


"None of us know what will come," he 


says. "For one thing, that Route 53 inter- 
change is 4% miles away from the inter- 
section, and I am not sure the village of 
Buffalo Grove would be affected by it."

Board Hears Proposed Budget 


Accurate totals of this year's proposed 


budget for the village of Wheeling were 
delivered to trustees Monday. Figures 
soared even higher than the expected 
$900,000 for the general fund. 


General Fund expenditures (which in- 


cludes all village expenditures outside of 
sewer and water and bond issues) totalled 
$985,293 in the proposal to the village 
board from C. E. Olsen, former village 
manager. 


The proposal, which tops last year's 


budget of $655.790 by $329,503, was pre- 
pared by Olsen before he left the village 
the first week in May. The budget was 
based on request reports from various de- 
partment heads in the village. 


NOTABLE PLANNED increases sug- 


gested by the manager include a rise of 
from $15,588 budgeted for the building de- 
partment last year to $33,468 suggested 
this year. 


Also increased were funds for the public 


works department which climbed from 
$97,706 to $120,332, and police department 
expenditures which went from $283,774 
last year to $394,621 this year. 


Other increases are expenditures total- 


ling $35,718 for the new municipal building 
as compared to $5,420 spent last year. 
Chief increases in that figure come from 
Olsen's proposals for a full time building 
maintenance man, and capital outlay of 
$25,000 for furniture and miscellaney to 
complete the new building. 


Also up is the expenditure for general 


administration which climbed from $57,545 
last year to $192,934 this year. Included in 
that figure are increased funds for higher 
insurance and social security payments, 
and $93,358 in debt retirements. 


REVENUE ANTICIPATED by Olsen for 


the year totals at $851,192. Adding to that 
the balance now held by the village, a to- 
tal of $986,400 which would cover the 
budget expenditures, can be expected as 
revenue, the manager reported. 


The budget proposal will be under study 


soon by members of the village board's 
finance committee. Reassignment of com- 
mittee posts is expected to take place at 
next week's workshop session and a chair- 
man of the finance committee will be ap- 
pointed. 


In addition to major proposals given to 


the board two weeks ago, Olsen's newest 
report Monday called for a program for 
department head merit increases in salary 
and establishment of an equitable policy 
for police overtime.

Conant High School seniors had the op- 


portunity to compare and contrast their 
suburban environment with city life this 
week as participants in study tours in Chi- 
cago. 


Approximately 300 seniors visited Chi- 


cago Tuesday and Wednesday to study Ne- 
gro life, housing and religions in Chicago, 
and Puerto Rican life. Another group will 
travel to Chicago May 21. 


All of the Conant pupils are enrolled in 


Senior social science survey classes. 


Hopefully, the study trips will eliminate 


some of the stereotype ideas about metro- 
politan living. The various field trips were 
arranged and conducted by representa- 
ives of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 


"I WAS SURPRISED that so much was 


being done in the area of public housing in 
Chicago," said Jo Leonhardt, Conant se- 
nior. 


Conant pupils on the housing tour visited 


all types of neighborhoods in Chicago — 
Negro middle-class, low-income, all-black, 
integrated communities, and slum areas. 


The Chatham area visited by pupils, for 


example, is a neighborhood which peace- 
fully changed from all white to pre- 
dominantly Negro with property values 
remaining stable and the community re- 
maining quiet and dignified. 


Students learned that Marynook subdivi- 


sion is attempting to keep a balance be- 
tween white and Negro residents. It is 
presently 40 per cent white and 60 per 
cent black. 


A voluntary association of Marynook 


residents tries to obtain a matching re- 
placement for any local homeowner who 
has to move, either white or Negro. 


IN CONTRAST, the housing balance in 


Schaumburg is based on the type of home 
built by housing contractors — ranch 
style, colonial, or bi-level. 


The trend in Chicago public housing is 


away from vertical living in high-rise 
structures, the Conant seniors were told. 
That arrangement was not really good for 
mothers attempting to supervise their 
children, according to Chicago Housing 
Authority officials. Unfortunately, some 
neighborhoods object to public housing, of- 
ficials, said. 


The average family in Chicago public 


housing consists of five members — usual- 
ly a mother with four children. Unlike the 
suburbs, there is a scarcity of male bread- 
winners. 


There are about 23,000 persons on the 


waiting list for public housing facilities, 
and an equal number for housing for the 
elderly, students learned. Public housing 
starts at $70 per month. 


"INTEGRATION IS no longer the 


primary goal in an area like Chatham," 
said Robert Lyons, social studies teacher. 
"The primary aim is to maintain a clean, 
well-kept neighborhood." 


On the tour of Negro life, Conant seniors 


visited Dunbar Vocational High School 
and were impressed with the vocational 
training facilities there. 


"They had more equipment in one class- 


room than Conant has in the whole indus- 
trial arts department," said one student. 


The Conant pupils ate lunch in the Dun- 


bar school cafeteria. 


Other stops on the Negro life tour in- 


cluded Johnson Publishing Co. (Ebony 
magazine), Illinois Institute of Technology 
campus and redevelopment project, and 
Kenwood, an area described as an ex- 


ample of "perfect integrated housing." 


STUDENTS ON the religion tour visited 


houses of worship on the north side of Chi- 
cago, including a Baha'i Temple, a Mor- 
mon church, a Reform temple, a Greek 
Orthodox church, and a Buddhist temple. 


Those pupils observing Puerto Rican life 


visited a migration center, a real estate 
office, a social service center, and Wells 
High School.

\ew Church Expected 


Action appears imminent on Chicago 


Catholic Archdiocesan purchase of proper- 
ty for a new church in the Prospect 
Heights area. 


Neither the Chicago Chancery Office nor 


the owner of the property under consid- 
eration would comment to the Herald. 


The land, approximately five acres ad- 


jacent to River Trails Park District Burn- 
ing Bush Park is on Lee Street between 
Euclid and McDonald roads. 


It is across from the Indian Grove 


School in Dist 26 


FATHER FRANK Wachowski was ap- 


pointed pastor of the proposed parish a 
year ago. Father Wachowski, now pastor 
of St Joseph's Parish in Chicago, could 
not be reached by the Herald. 


A church in this area would draw mem- 


bers from St Emily's in Mount Prospect 
and St Alphonsus in Prospect Heights, al- 


though boundaries have not been finally 
determined. 


An informed source at the Chancery of- 


fice said no school to serve the new parish 
would be built. However, the church build- 
ing will probably have some space for 
parish religion school classes. 


A Chancery office representative said, 


"it is premature to say anything. This 
isn't finalized although the new church 
will be in the general area." 


Otto Damgarrd now owns the land un- 


der consideration. The River Trails Park 
District once discussed purchase of the 
land at $14.000 per acre, but the deal fell 
through. 


IRONICALLY. IF THE 
Archdiocese 


does purchase the Damgarrd property it 
will be buying land it once owned. 


In 1882 Chicago Archbishop Patrick Fee- 


han purchased 440 acres of land extending 
from the Des Plaines River to Weller 
Creek to Rand Road and Euclid Road for 
a cost of $30,000. 


At the turn of the century the area was 


called "Feehanville." One of the first pub- 
lic schools in the area was named Feehan- 
ville after the Chicago Archbishop. 


Large portions of the land purchased by 


Archbishop Feehan were used as sites for 
Maryville Academy, Holy Family Hospi- 
tal, and an Archdiocesan Cemetery. 


Just recently, Archdiocesan land on Eu- 


clid Avenue next to Rob Roy Golf course 
was condemned by the River Trails Park 
District. 


Today, if the rumored purchase of land 


for a church goes through, the Arch- 
diocese will be paying at least $70,000 for 
a five-acre portion of a 440 acre tract it 
once purchased for $30,000. 


Annex Bill Fight Goes On 


Opponents of H B. 1241, providing for 


annexation of unincorporated areas next 
to municipalities, intend to continue their 
fight against the bill which passed the Illi- 
nois House of Representatives Tuesday.

R-Arlmgton Heights, called the house ac- 
tion "rcgretable " 


"IT IS BEING RAILROADED through 


the House without consideration of the 
opinions of the people to be affected." she 
told the Herald. 


She said she is quite sure the people 


opposing the bul will accelerate their ac- 
tivities now that it is going to the Senate. 


On the other hand. Ralph Van Petten. 


president of the Prospect Heights Home- 
owners Association and a firm supporter 


of the bill, said he is happy the bill passed 
the House with amendments suggested to 
Schlickman by Prospect Heights home- 
owners. 


"We agreed and Gene Schlickman went 


out of his way to consider this com- 
promise," Van Petten told the Herald. 


The bill, introduced by Schlickman, is 


part of Gov. Richard Ogilvie's nine-point 
program on local government. 


It would allow municipalities to annex 


land which touches at least one of their 
borders through court action, rather than 
through a special election. 


If the bill becomes law, it would benefit 


Arlington Heights, especially on the north 
side, now a patch-work of lots and subdivi- 
sions, some in Arlington Heights, some in 
unincorporated Cook County.

Steerbo. a freshman at Harper, major- 


ing in physical education, was taken to 
Northwest Community Hospital in Arling- 
ton Heights after police tried for a half 
hour to pull him from the wreckage. Ef- 
forts at the hospital failed to save him. 


"HE HAD A GREAT deal of athletic 


ability in my estimation," said Ron Besse- 
mer, 
head wrestling coach at Harper. 


"Probably most of his ability was in wres- 
tling. Potentially, I feel, he could have 


been a national junior college champion." 


Steerbo, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ray- 


mond Steerbo Sr., attended Fremd High 
School where he was a member of the 
wrestling, track, and football teams. In 
his senior year he won the district wres- 
tling championship in the 
180 pound 


weight class and competed in the state 
tournament. 


Steerbo weighed about 260 or 270 pounds 


when he first got started in high school 
athletics, according to Bessemer. Once he 
became acquainted with sports he became 
obsessed with them, Bassemer said. "He 
was a good college prospect." 


BESSEMER SAID Steerbo missed out 


in competing in the national wrestling 
championships last winter because he got 
pneumonia and strep throat while trying 
to cut his weight down to 177 from his 
former heavyweight class. 


The young athlete was to have received 


a Harper Wrestling letter this Friday at 
the school's first general awards banquet. 


The Race Thickens 


Joseph Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie's press secretary 
until 


yesterday, has thrown his hat in the ring 
as a Republican candidate for the 13th 
District congressional seat being vacated 
by Donald Rumsfeld. 


He made his formal announcement in a 


press conference yesterday afternoon at 
Arlington Park 


Mathewson said he was announcing ear- 


ly, before Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
as director of the U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity <OEO), to get a jump on the 
pack of candidates expected to make a bid 
for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee, is the 
only other announced GOP candidate. 


Waiting in the wings, however, are close 


to a dozen other possible candidates, 
among them., Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houscr and 
Mrs. 
Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 


and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 


filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the next 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney 
Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad- 


visers would be released soon, perhaps 
within a week. 


"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like 
to spread the stories out." 


For the same reason Mathewson deftly 


ducked specific questions about the issues 


(Continued on Page 2) 


areas under consideration for annexation 
and to approve that annexation by a two- 
thirds vote. 


Residents of the land under consid- 


eration can file objections with the circuit 
court clerk. The court will hear testimony, 
and any resident with valid objections cas 
have his property eliminated from the an- 
nexed area. 


The annexation would then be approved 


by the court, providing the property is 
contiguous, at least 75 per cent of it is 
subdivided or used for commerce or in- 
dustry, and that the municipality can pro- 
vide services, such as water, sewers, and 
fire and police protection. 


Mrs. 
Caylor, who said she has the sup- 


port of some labor groups, said she is not 
optimistic about chances of defeating the 
bill in the Senate. 


"There are more Republicans and fewer 


Democrats percentage wise in the Sen- 
ate," she said. 


Mrs. 
Caylor, mounting a last ditch at- 


tempt to stop the bill, said it is unfortu- 
nate opposition didn't get off the ground in 
the 
unincorporated area 
of Prospect 


Heights. 


THE BILL WAS submitted to the House 


last year by Schlickman and failed to get 
the governor's signature. 


"The same thing happened last year," 


complains Mrs. Caylor. "We didn't know 
anything about it." 


Homeowners 
in 
the 
unincorporated 


Northwest suburban area have charged 
the bill deprives them of a voice in deter- 
mining which municipality they will annex 
to. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. John 


Walsh said annexation done by municipal- 
ities is for the purpose of protecting prop- 
erty, not simply to consume land for the 
sake of adding acreage. 


Ogilvie proposed the bill. His speech on 


local government, from which the Schlick- 
man bill is drawn, stresses ihat many of 
the difficulties of urban governments can 
be avoided by annexation, which he said 
provides orderly growth of new urban 
areas. 


Property under consideration for annex- 


ation to Arlington Heights includes about 
700 acres of land along both sides of Rand 
Road. 


The 60-acre Lynnwood subdivision, south 


of the intersection of Highway 53 and Pal- 
atine Road is another area on the north- 
ern side of the village that could be desir- 
able property, if the bill is approved by 
the legislature. 


SMALLER UNINCORPORATED subdi- 


visions dotted along the borders of Arling- 
ton Heights could also be considered. On 
the south side, the 60-acre Arlington Man- 
or subdivision, southeast of Central and 
Arlington Heights roads, could qualify. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson said he is not certain how the 
measure would affect the village. How- 
ever, if the measure is approved, it could 
provide a solution to certain dilemmas 
that have faced the village at certain 
times. 


For example, it would relieve the prob- 


lem of the Arlington Heights Fire Depart- 
ment responding to fires in unincorporated 
areas. Village residents who pay taxes for 
fire protection are at times concerned 
about the occasional free protection ex- 
tended to the scattered 
unincorporated 


areas. 


IT WOULD ALSO help to eliminate the 


patch-work quality of northern Arlington 
Heights and, at the same time, establish 
control of developments in the area that 
have been in the past under looser county 
control. 


Unincorporated areas in the eastern 


part of Prospect Heights don't buy this 
argument because they fear they will be 
taken by either Mount Prospect or Wheel- 
ing without any by-your-leave.

It's Ghoulish Play 


by SUE CARSON 


Outbreaks of vandalism in local grave- 


yards have shocked law enforcement offi- 
cials and private citizens. 


The Wheeling Cemetery, burial site for 


many town founders and soldiers of the 
Civil War and World Wars I and II, has 
been the object of vandalism for the past 
three years. Although the police depart- 
m e n t has c o n d u c t e d several in- 
v e s t i g a t i o n s , the culprits remain 
anonymous. 


Merle Willis, director of the Wheeling 


Historical Society Museum, said most of 
the vandalism occurs at night and claimed 
it is impossible to estimate the amount of 
damage that has been done. 


"THE 
OLD SANDSTONE gravestones 


are the ones damaged most often, since 
they're softer than the newer marble 
stones," he said. 


Numerous old stones, many dating from 


the last century, have been toppled and 
some have been broken or smashed com- 
pletely. 


"Police recently found one round head- 


stone rolling down Milwaukee Avenue at 2 
a.m.," Willis said. "I just don't see why 
anyone thinks this sort of activity is so 
much fun. I don't know where it will end. 
It's gotten a lot worse in the past few 
weeks." 


An officer with the Wheeling Police De- 


partment claims he is "pretty sure" the 
vandals are young people. 


"I DON'T THINK THE current culprits 


are the same ones who were doing this 
two or three years ago," he said. "The 
kids quit school or graduate and move 
away and others come to take their place. 


It's hard to pin down those responsible in 
situations like this." 


For example, Arlington Heights police 


are still trying to discover who was re- 
sponsible for the vandalism in Memory 
Gardens Cemetery last March 16. 


"Society's really going to fall flat if 


people can't instill moral values and re- 
spect for property in their children," the 
Wheeling officer added. 


"THIS SURE TAKES the starch out of 


some of us who lived here for a long 
time," Willis said. "Only six or eight of us 
in town really seem interested in pre- 
serving the cemetery. I just don't know 
what will happen when we're no longer 
around." 


One concerned citizen, who didn't want

Final tax rates for suburban Cook 


County townships were released yes- 
terday by the county clerk's office and the 
rates for Palatine Township indicate an 
increase of about $40 for the homeowner 
with property assessed at $10,000. 


For most Palatine residents, the 1968 


rate, which they will pay this spring and 
summer, is 7.138 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. Last year was 6.744. That means 
property assessed at $10,000 will have a 
tax bill of $713.80. The assessed valuation 
is generally about 40 per cent of the mar- 
ket value, so a $10,000 assessment would 
represent a market value of about $25,000. 


THE 7.138 RATE is for Palatine resi- 


dents who live in the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict and have fire protection service. 


Those who live in the Salt Creek Park 


District and in the village have a rate of 
6.942 and residents of the area not served 
by the fire district but currently paying a 
Sanitary District bond issue have a rate of 
7.144 per $100 assessed valuation. 


Rolling Meadows residents in Palatine 


Township (north of Central Road) have a 
base rate of 7.076 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 


That rate is for those Rolling Meadows 


residents who are served by both the Roll- 
ing Meadows park and fire districts. 


Property served by the Salt Creek Park 


District and the Palatine Rural Fire Pro- 
tection District has a rate of 6.778, as 
compared with the 6.960 for property in 
the Salt Creek Park District and the Roll- 
ing Meadows Fire Protection District. 


ROLLING MEADOWS residents south of 


Central Road, in Elk Grove Township, will 
pay at a rate of 6.316 per $100 assessed 
valuation. The Elk Grove Township rates 
were announced in Monday's Herald. 


Inverness residents vary from 6.306 for 


property in the Inverness Park District to 
6.312 for property not m the park district 
but in the Fire Protection District

The Race Thickens 


Joseph Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie's press secretary until 
yesterday, has thrown his hat in the ring 
as a Republican candidate for the 13th 
District congressional seat being vacated 
by Donald Rumsfeld. 


He made his formal announcement in a 


press conference yesterday afternoon at 
Arlington Park. 


Mathewson said he was announcing ear- 


ly, before Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
as director of the U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO), to get a jump on the 
pack of candidates expected to make a bid 
for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee, is the 
only other announced GOP candidate. 


Waiting in the wings, however, are close 


to a dozen other possible candidates, 
among them., Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houser and 
Mrs. Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 
and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Scbaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 
filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the 'iext 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney 
Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad- 


visers would be released soon, perhaps 
within a week 


"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like

Rolling Meadows were approved by the 
city council Tuesday night. 


Retroactive to May 1, new salary ranges 


with a minimum and maximum wage are 
effective. The increases already were ap-

1969-70 budget was 


adopted last month, but could not become 
official until the council formally adopted 
resolutions. 


Previously, all city salaries were estab- 


lished by local ordinance, but aldermen 
decided wages should be set in annual res- 
olutions to allow more flexibility.

Sergeants can receive a 
top salary of $10,452 and lieutenants' max- 
imum wage is $11.532. The captain's sala- 
ry is $12,720.

gram in Palatine. 


But Mrs. Brown explained that as long 


as residents pay taxes to the Northwest 
Mosquito Abatement District it would be a 
duplication of services for Palatine to con- 
duct an abatement program. 


Since the district covers 245 square 


miles and stretches over eight townships, 
local officials decided other municipalities 
should be informed of the findings of the 
committee. 


In the meantime, Palatine has officially 


requested copies of board minutes and fi- 
nancial reports from the NMAD monthly 
meetings. 


IN ADDITION, letters to State Repre-

for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli-

candidates, 


among them , Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houser and 
Mrs. Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 
and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the

Tax Bills Are Up 8% 


Tax bills received by most Palatine and 


Rolling Meadows residents this spring will 
be about 8 per cent higher than last year. 


Final tax rates for suburban Cook 


County townships were released yes- 
terday by the county clerk's office and the 
rates for Palatine Township indicate an 
increase of about $40 for the homeowner 
with property assessed at $10,000. 


For most Palatine residents, the 1968 


rate, which they will pay this spring and 
summer, is 7.138 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. Last year was 6.744. That means 
property assessed at $10,000 will have a 
tax bill of $713.80. The assessed valuation 
is generally about 40 per cent of the mar- 
ket value, so a $10,000 assessment would 
represent a market vame of about $25,000. 


THE 7.138 RATE is for Palatine resi- 


dents who live in the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict and have fire protection service. 


Those who live in the Salt Creek Park 


District and in the village have a rate of 
6.942 and residents of the area not served 
by the fire district but currently paying a 
Sanitary District bond issue have a rate of 
7.144 per $100 assessed valuation. 


Rolling Meadows residents in Palatine 


Township (north of Central Road) have a 
base rate of 7.076 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 


That rate is for those Rolling Meadows 


residents who are served by both the Roll- 
ing Meadows park and fire districts. 


Property served by the Salt Creek Park 


District and the Palatine Rural Fire Pro- 
tection District has a rate of 6.778, as 
compared with the 6.960 for property in 
the Salt Creek Park District and the Roll- 
ing Meadows Fire Protection District. 


ROLLING MEADOWS residents south of 


Central Road, in Elk Grove Township, will 
pay at a rate of 6.316 per $100 assessed 
valuation.

Zale said the company would like to 


break ground for the homes by fall so con- 
struction of both projects will be simulta- 
neous. 


City Approves Pay Hikes 


Salary increases for all city employes in 


Rolling Meadows were approved by the 
city council Tuesday night. 


Retroactive to May 1, new salary ranges 


with a minimum and maximum wage are 
effective. The increases already were ap- 
proved when the 
1969-70 budget 
was 


adopted last month, but could not become 
official until the council formally adopted 
resolutions. 


Previously, all city salaries were estab- 


lished by local ordinance, but aldermen 
decided wages should be set in annual res- 
olutions to allow more flexibility. 


A minimum salary of $12,500 and max- 


imum of $13,500 was adopted for the city 
manager. Top salary of the public works 
superintendent is $13,192 and $11,972 is the 
maximum wage for the Building and Zon- 
ing Officer. 


OTHER CITY EMPLOYES including 


secretaries, public works employes, build- 
ing inspectors, and health department offi- 
cials also received minimum and max- 
imum standards to their salaries. 


In the police department, patrolmen will 


be paid a minimum of $7.824 and a max- 
imum of $9,492. Sergeants can receive a 
top salary of $10,452 and lieutenants' max- 
imum wage is $11.532. The captain's sala- 
ry is $12.720. 


A salary of $5.000 for a city sanitarian 


also was approved.

RESIDENTS NORTH of the creek would 


prefer that the village extend Sunset Road 
through a vacant piece of property owned

But school officials reportedly refuse to 


sell the land or any part of it because in 
future years they may want to build a 
school on the site 


Most residents however, have different 


views 


"The school district has already said 


that the property i.s too small for a school 
building, hut they're unwilling to sell the 
land because it's money in the bank," ex- 
plained Elmer Collins, a George Street 
resident 


"II the village wants the land, they 


woul-l have no trouble in obtaining it from 
the scnool district, especially if the prop- 
erty .s too small to accommodate 
a 


school 
The village could condemn the 


land, but they don't want to do that," said 
Collins 


The bridge at George Street also threat- 


ens to invade the privacy that residents 
presently enjoy on the quiet street that 
dead-ends north of the creek. 


"MANY OF US bought homes on this 


Street 
residents 
from 
their 
Golfhurst 


with little traffic," explained Mrs. Vincent 
Carioti, 632 George Street. "And besides 
the bridge would destroy the beauty of the 
area for those of us whose homes border 
the creek " 


"Many of the trees and bushes on the 


banks of the creek would be chopped down 
to make room for the bridge, which would 
be an ugly substitute," she said. 


Presently, the creek divides George 


Street 
residents 
from 
teir 
Golfhurst 


neighbors, and the trees provide a beau- 
tiful barrier between the more expensive 
northern homes and the southern subdivi- 
sion. 


"We need more than the Golf Road ac- 


cess to the northern part of town," com- 
plained Mrs. L. Halvorsen, a Golfhurst 
resident. "The bridge would be good for 
the whole area because it would alleviate 
some of the traffic on Golf Road, and the 
t r a f f i c 
on these residential streets 


wouldn't increase that much." 


"IT'S VERY DIFFICULT for me to get 


to Cumberland Plaza at Northwest High- 
way and Mount Prospect Road, and it's 
almost impossible to get to Lions Park 
School without going miles out of the 
way," she explained. 


"We're just as concerned about an in- 


crease in the number of cars on our resi- 
dential streets as the people who live on 
George Street," explained Mrs. J. Fuoco, 
a Golfhurst resident. "But the 
traffic 


wouldn't provide that large of a problem 
because the bridge wouldn't be convenient 
for anyone else except us." 


Mrs. Fuoco's neighbor, G Frenz, agrees 


that Golfhurst residents are trapped in 
their subdivision and desperately need an- 
other outlet. But he'd rather see the vil- 
lage extend Sunset Road, so that the 
southern subdivision could use the Emer- 
son Street bridge and defray the cost of 
an additional bridge 


"I'VE TALKED WIUI many of the resi- 


dents in Golfhurst who don't approve of 
the George Street Bridge." explained Mrs. 
H J. Altenbern from the north. "They 
agree with our arguments about increased 
traffic and unsafe streets for our small 
children. 


"But what they didn't realize is that 


there's a possibility of extending Sunset 
Road. The matter is not a closed issue 
like they've been told already."

At the close of Saturday's special meet- 


ing of the Youth Commission, commission 
chairman Mike Taylor said the request for 
funds from Dist. 57 was reviewed and re- 
ceived favorable comment, but the com- 
mittee did not take action because more 
irformation was needed 


The youth commission requested infor- 


mation on the number of children in the 
program, and the number of children in 
Dist. 57 who live in Elk Grove Township 


Reaction from Dist. 57 offices to the 


continued delay of the funding is that the 
time is gtting very short for proper plan- 
ning of a vocational program 


Dr Richard Percy, Director of Curricu- 


lum of Dist. 57. yesterday said "the doo- 
is still open but not as open as we would 
like it to be," in describing the chances 
for further funding of the program. 


Percy added that he is not in commu- 


nication with the members of the township 
youth commission on the matter, but that 
he has written an evaluation of the pro- 
gram which will be delivered to township 
officials. 


CONTROVERSY OVER the program

ing Bush Park is on Lee Street between 
Euclid and McDonald roads. 


It is across from the Indian Grove 


School in Dist. 26. 


FATHER FRANK Wachowski was ap- 


pointed pastor of the proposed parish a 
year ago. Father Wachowski, now pastor 


of St. Joseph's Parish in Chicago, could 
not be reached by the Herald. 


A church in this area would draw mem- 


bers from St. Emily's in Mount Prospect 
and St. Alphonsus in Prospect Heights, al- 
though boundaries have not been finally 
determined. 


An informed source at the Chancery of- 


fice said no school to serve the new parish 
would be built. However, the church build- 
ing will probably have some space for 
parish religion school classes. 


A Chancery office representative said, 


"it is premature to say anything. This 
isn't finalized although the new church 
will be in the general area."

Joseph Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov. 


Richard Ogilvie's press secretary until 
yesterday, has thrown his hat in the ring 
as a Republican candidate for the 13th 
District congressional seat being vacated 
by Donald Rumsfeld. 


He made his formal announcement in a 


press conference yesterday afternoon at 
Arlington Park. 


Mathewson said he was announcing ear- 


ly, before Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
as director of the U.S. Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO), to get a jump on the 
pack of candidates expected to make a bid 
for the seat. 


So far, Gerald Marks, former Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee, is the 
only other announced GOP candidate. 


Waiting in the wings, however, are close 


to a dozen other possible 
candidates, 


among them., Arlington Heights residents 
Eugene Schlickman, Thomas Houser and 
Mrs. 
Virginia Macdonald, Carl Hansen 


and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 
filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis- 


trict — one of the largest in the nation — 
will be reapportioned before this fall's 
election. 


"It probably will be before the next 


election next year," he predicted. 


The tall, personable former Washington 


reporter smilingly refused to announce 
names for his backers though he said he 
has "a lot of friends in Arlington Heights" 
and throughout the rest of this area. 


Mathewson said he expects to get sup- 


port form Ogilvie backers, from persons 
who have worked actively for Attorney 
Gen. William Scott — who has so far ruled 
himself out of the 13th District race — and 
from "various other persons" who have 
not been identified with any one bloc of 
the party. 


He said names of his backers and ad- 


visers would be released soon, perhaps 
within a week. 


"IT'S GOING TO BE a long time till the 


primary," Mathewson said. "I'd just like 
to spread the stories out." 


For the same reason Mathewson deftly 


ducked specific questions about the issues 
on which he will campaign. 


He* said he would be a solid supporter of 


the Nixon administration. "I've been im- 
pressed. There have been a lot of new 
ideas, a lot of proposals that have given 
hope to a lot of people who didn't have 
that before," he said. 


He said he thinks the 13th District is 


"homogeneous," with the "same kinds of 
areas," "same kinds of people." 


HE SAID HIS SPECIFIC campaign pro- 


posals will be developed with the aid of "a 
group of scholars who will prc"ide me 
with independent studies and research on 
major current questions." 


Among chief problems of the 13th Dis- 


trict, he said, are crime and drugs, air 
and water pollution and urban sprawl. 


He said he "likes" the idea of bloc 


grants to the states, which Ogilvie long 
has advocated, and believes "very strong- 
ly in the importance of education." 


He also said he favors anti-poverty pro- 


grams designed to "help people help 
themselves." 


Mathewson admitted he has not had any 


commitment of support from any of the 
eight Republican township committeemen, 
"some of them candidates themselves." 


"I have talked to all of them," he 


added, "and I expect to be in regular con- 
tact with all of them." 


Mathewson, like Rumsfeld, would be go- 


ing to a national capitol he already knows. 
He has covered Congress and the Supreme 
Court as a Wall Street Journal reporter. 
He also studied European politics and eco- 
nomics overseas and earned a Phi Beta 
Kappa key at Dartmouth College while 
majoring in international relations. 


RUMSFELD WAS A Congressional aide 


before he made his first successful bid for 
the 13th District seat at the age of 26. 


In another development in the race for 


the 13th Congressional seat, Mrs. Virginia 
Macdonald, an Arlington Heights resident, 
picked up added support for her candida- 
cy for the GOP nomination. 


Mrs. Macdonald, who has not yet an- 


nounced her candidacy, gained support 
from the Republican Business Women's 
Club of Chicago and a group of Wheeling 
Township Republicans. 


The Chicago group passed a resolution 


urging Mrs. Macdonald, first vice presi- 
dent of the Illinois Federation of Republi- 


can Women, to seek the office. 


The resolution, passed unanimously by 


the group of about 150 Chicago area wom- 
en, recommends "to its very capable, 
qualified and outstanding member. . .that 
she become a candidate for Congress." 


In Wheeling Township, a group calling 


itself the Virginia Macdonald for Congress 
Committee has been formed. 


MRS. 
WILLIAM KLINGAMAN of 521 N. 


Elm, Mount Prospect, said the new orga- 
nization plans to recruit township resi- 
dents interested in campaigning for Mrs. 
Macdonald. She asked interested persons 
to call her at CL3-3943. 


During 1964-68, Mrs. Macdonald was 


C o o k C o u n t y R e p u b l i c a n Com- 
mitteewoman under Timothy 
Sheehan, 


and in 1968 she acted as women's chair- 
man of the Illinois for Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen's campaign. She also served as com- 
mitteewoman in Wheeling Township from 
1962 to 1964. 


She served as co-chairman of the Illinois 


delegation to the 15th Conference of Re- 
publican Women in Washington in 1966, 
treasurer of the Wheeling Township Re- 
publican Club in 1960-61 and co-member- 
ship chairman of the same organization in 
1959-60. 


May Get Ethics Committee 


Harper Junior College's conflict of inter- 


est committee may recommend the estab- 
lishment «f an ethics committee to in- 
vestigate and judge conflicts of interest 
involving staff as well as college board 
members. 


This was the conclusion reached at the 


committee's first meeting last night. 


John Haas of Prospect Heights, a past 


college board chairman, chaired the meet- 
ing. Other committee members were Mrs. 
Jessalyn Nicklas, a trustee; Robert Smith 
and Lee Owens, representing the faculty; 
John Upton and Harold Cunningham, rep- 
resenting the administration, and Bob 
McDonough and Sue McDade, student rep- 
resentatives. 


MEMBERS ASKED Upton, who 
has 


been studying faculty rules in other col- 
leges, to bring them up to date on what 
other institutions do about conflict of in- 
terest problems. 


The recommendations for an ethics 


committee came from Upton. He and 
Owens differed on how such a committee 
should operate. Owens said, "I insist that 
if there is hanky-panky going on the com- 
munity has a right to know about it." Up- 
ton countered, "I question whether a pub- 
lic hearing is appropriate. It seems to me 
most desirable to solve problems of the 
institution within the institution." 


Among the possible conflicts of interest 


suggested by the committee were these: 


—When a trustee has a spouse who has 


an interest in a concern doing business 
with the college. 


—When a trustee is also a student hear- 


ing recommendations on promotion of 
staff members or being asked to act on 
the proposal that tuition be raised. 


—When a trustee and a faculty member 


— or two faculty members — marry. 


Haas said that a trustee must take the 


attitude that he should "conduct himself 
in such a way in dealing with college mat- 
ters that no criticism shall come to the 
college." 


Owens said he didn't think the com- 


mittee could draft a blanket policy to cov- 
er all cases. Each individual problem 
should be dealt with as it arises, he 
stressed.

All of the Conant pupils are enrolled in 


Senior social science survey classes. 


Hopefully, the study trips will eliminate 


some of the stereotype ideas about metro- 
politan living. The various field trips were 
arranged and conducted by representa- 
ives of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 


"I WAS SURPRISE!) that so much was 


being done in the area of public housing in 
Chicago," said Jo Leonhardt, Conant se- 
nior 


Conant pupils on the housing tour visited 


all types of neighborhoods in Chicago — 
Negro middle-class, low-income, all-black, 
integrated communities, and slum areas. 


The Chatham area visited by pupils, for 


example, is a neighborhood which peace- 


fully changed from all white to pre- 
dominantly Negro with property values 
remaining stable and the community re- 
maining quiet and dignified. 


Students learned that Marynook subdivi- 


sion is attempting to keep a balance be- 
tween white and Negro residents. It is 
presently 40 per cent white and 60 per 
cent black. 


A voluntary association of Marynook 


residents tries to obtain a matching re- 
placement for any local homeowner who 
has to move, either white or Negro. 


IN CONTRAST, the housing balance in 


Schaumburg is based on the type of home 
built by housing contractors 
— ranch 


style, colonial, or bi-level. 


The trend in Chicago public housing is 


away from vertical living in high-rise 
structures, the Conant seniors were told. 
That arrangement was not really good for 
mothers attempting to supervise their 
children, according to Chicago Housing 
Authority officials. Unfortunately, some 
neighborhoods object to public housing, of- 
ficials, said. 


The average family in Chicago public 


housing consists of five members — usual- 
ly a mother with four children. Unlike the

and David Regner of Mount Prospect, and 
John Nimrod of Niles Township. 


Mathewson said he is confident of win- 


ning the Republican primary, tantamount 
to election in the affluent 13th District 
which stretches from the North Shore to 
the western edges of Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 


Ogilvie has not announced dates for the 


special primary and general election in 
which the congressional vacancy will be 
filled but Mathewson told the Herald that 
the governor now expects the primary will 
take place in October, with the general 
election 49 days after that. 


HE SAID HE DOES not think the dis-

Dundee Road, Palatine, was traveling 
westbound on Route 68 at a high rate of 
speed around a curve when he lost control 
of the auto and went off the road, state 
police said. 


Steerbo, a freshman at Harper, major- 


ing in physical education, was taken to 
Northwest Community Hospital in Arling- 
ton Heights after police tried for a half 
hour to pull him from the wreckage. Ef- 
forts at the hospital failed to save him.

Delay Ford Co. 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commission 


last night delayed rezoning for a Ford Mo- 
tor Co. dealership on the north side of the 
village, primarily because Ford's attorney 
hesitated to dedicate a portion of land to 
the state for expansion of Dundee Road. 


Paul Homer, representing the owner of 


the property, balked when he was asked 
by the plan commission to agree to dedi- 
cate 50 feet on the south side of Dundee 
Road for widening that road. 


Homer argued that it could be "uncom- 


fortable" to his client to dedicate more 
than 33 feet, as it would be unfair at this 
time, with the widening not definitely set, 
to lose the property which he said is worth 
between $15,000 and $30,000. 


SEVERAL MEMBERS OF the commis- 


sion argued that a failure to dedicate 
enough land for the widened road would 
set a dangerous precedent, although the 
state can condemn whatever property it 
needs at a later date. 


So, the commission voted, 5 to 4, to 


table Ford's rezoning plea until a commis- 
sion subcommittee of James Ryan, James 
Louden and Jack Pittas can thoroughly in- 
vestigate just what dedication on the south 


side of Dundee is necessary. 


Dundee Road, virtually on the northern 


border of the village, has gained heavy 
traffic within the last few years, as subdi- 
visions in northern Arlington Heights and 
southern Buffalo Grove have swollen the 
flow of cars. Traffic is expected to in- 
crease sharply as additional subdivisions 
and industry move into the area.

Wednesday (after the subcommittee con- 
fers with Village Atty. Jack Siegel), Ford 
will gain business zoning on the upper 
third of the 11.6-acre property, which is 
bordered on the south by the Arlirgton In- 
dustrial Park. The rest of the property 
will remain zoned M-1S, as part of the 
industrial park. 


THE NEW DEALERSHIP would draw 


customers from the Northwest suburban 
area. Hamer said George Poole, the only 
other Ford dealer in Arlington Heights, 
will not operate the new dealership.

Harper May Get Ethics Committee 


Harper Junior College's conflict of inter- 


est committee may recommend the estab- 
lishment of an ethics committee to in- 
vestigate and judge conflicts of interest 
involving staff as well as college board 
members. 


This was the conclusion reached at the 


committee's first meeting last night. 


John Haas of Prospect Heights, a past 


college board chairman, chaired the meet- 
ing. Other committee members were Mrs. 
Jessalyn Nicklas, a trustee; Robert Smith 
and Lee Owens, representing the faculty; 
John Upton and Harold Cunningham, rep- 


resenting the administration, and Bob 
McDonough and Sue McDade, student rep- 
resentatives. 


MEMBERS ASKED Upton, who 
has 


been studying faculty rules in other col- 
leges, to bring them up to date on what 
other institutions do about conflict of in- 
terest problems. 


The recommendations for an ethics 


committee came from Upton. He and 
Owens differed on how such a committee 
should operate. Owens said, "I insist that 
if there is hanky-panky going on the com- 


munity has a right to know about it." Up- 
ton countered, "I question whether a pub- 
lic hearing is appropriate. It seems to me 
most desirable to solve problems of the 
institution within the institution." 


Among the possible conflicts of interest 


suggested by the committee were these: 


—When a trustee has a spouse who has 


an interest in a concern doing business 
with the college.

—When a trustee and a faculty member 


— or two faculty members — marry. 


Haas said that a trustee must take the. 


attitude that he should "conduct himself 
in such a way in dealing with college mat- 
ters that no criticism shall come to the 
college." 


Owens said he didn't think the com- 


mittee could draft a blanket policy to cov- 
er all cases. Each individual problem 
should be dealt with as It arises, he 
stressed.

He said he would be a solid supporter of

There have been a lot of new 
ideas, a lot of proposals that have given 
hope to a lot of people who didn't have 
that before," he said. 


He said he thinks the 13th District is

themselves." 


Mathewson admitted he has not had any

"THIS st'KK TAKKS the starch out of 


some of us who lived here (or a long 
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Conant High School seniors had the op- 


portunity to compare and contrast their 
suburban environment with city life this 
week as participants in study tours in Chi- 
cago. 


Approximately 300 seniors visited Chi- 


cago Tuesday and Wednesday to study Ne- 
gro life, housing and religions in Chicago, 
and Puerto Rican life. Another group will 
travel to Chicago May 21. 


All of the Conant pupils are enrolled in 


Senior social science survey classes. 


Hopefully, the study trips will eliminate 


some of the stereotype ideas about metro- 
politan living. The various field trips were 
arranged and conducted by represcnta- 


• ives of the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews. 


"I WAS SURPRISED that so much was 


being done in the area of public housing in 
Chicago," said Jo Leonhardt, Conant se- 
nior. 


Conant pupils on the housing tour visited 


all types of neighborhoods in Chicago — 
Negro middle-class, low-income, all-black, 
integrated communities, and slum areas. 


The Chatham area visited by pupils, for 


example, is a neighborhood which peace- 
fully changed from 
all white to pre- 


dominantly Negro with property values 
remaining stable and the community re- 


maining quiet and dignified. 


Students learned that Marynook subdivi- 


sion is attempting to keep a balance be- 
tween white and Negro residents. It is 
presently 40 per cent white and 60 per 
cent black. 


A voluntary association of Marynook 


residents tries to obtain a matching re- 
placement for any local homeowner who 
has to move, either white or Negro. 


IN CONTRAST, the housing balance in 


Schaumburg is based on the type of home 
built by housing contractors 
— ranch 


style, colonial, or bi-level. 


The trend in Chicago public housing is 


away from vertical living in high-rise 
structures, the Conant seniors were told. 
That arrangement was not really good for 
mothers attempting to supervise their 
children, according to Chicago Housing 
Authority officials. Unfortunately, some 
neighborhoods object to public housing, of- 
ficials, said. 


The average family in Chicago public 


housing consists of five members — usual- 
ly a mother with four children. Unlike the 
suburbs, there is a scarcity of male bread- 
winners. 


There are about 23,000 persons on the 


waiting list for public housing facilities, 
and an equal number for housing for the 


elderly, students learned. Public housing 
starts at $70 per month. 


"INTEGRATION IS no l o n g e r the 


primary goal in an area like Chatham," 
said Robert .Lyons, social studies teacher. 
"The primary aim is to maintain a clean, 
well-kept neighborhood." 


On the tour of Negro life, Conant seniors 


visited Dunbar Vocational High School 
and were impressed with the vocational 
training facilities there. 


"They had more equipment in one class- 


room than Conant has in the whole indus- 
trial arts department," said one student. 


The Conant pupils ate lunch in the Dun- 


bar school cafeteria. 


Other stops on the Negro life tour in- 


cluded Johnson Publishing Co. (Ebony 
magazine), Illinois Institute of Technology 
campus and redevelopment project, and 
Kenwood, an area described as an ex- 
ample of "perfect integrated housing." 


STUDENTS ON the religion tour visited 


houses of worship on the north side of Chi- 
cago, including a Baha'i Temple, a Mor- 
mon church, a Reform temple, a Greek 
Orthodox church, and a Buddhist temple. 


Those pupils observing Puerto Rican life 


visited a migration center, a real estate 
office, a social service center, and Wells 
High School.
